Heavy Rain Floods City 
Streets; 7 Feet in Places 


3.53 Inch Rainfall Stalls Autos, Blocks Traffic 
—Police Boat Takes Four From 
Inundated Home. 


A thunderstorm and heavy rain 
struck St. Louis at 5 a. m. today, 
flooding streets, felling trees, sign- 
boards and transmission wires, and 
causing widespread damage to base- 
ments and automobiles. 

It added more rain to an already 
wet August, bringing the total pre- 
cipitation for the month up to 10.24 
inches. The record is 11.43, set in 
1915. 

Between 2:55 and 7:15 o’clock the 
recorded rainfall in the city was 
3.5. inches. It was a purely local 
disturbance, for at the Municipal 
Airport there was only .34 of an 
inch of rain. 

During the half-hour of the sever- 
est rain, in which there was a fall 
of 2.06 inches the water on many 
streets rose above parked automo- 
biles and reached the first floor lev- 
el of some homes. A woman living 
at Jefferson and Sullivan avenues 
was awakened when the water 
lapped at the mattress on her bed. 
Four Negroes were taken from a 
home on North Channing avenue 
in a police rowboat. 

Postoffice Basements Flooded. 

The basement and sub-basement 
o* the main Postoffice at LEight- 
eenth and Market streets was 
flooded with 30 feet of water, in- 
undating the power room and shut- 
ting off all electricity. Water also 
filled the tunnel] leading to Union 
Station and mail had to be cCar- 
ried out across Eighteenth street. 

Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson 
said the first mail went out as 
usual, but that there would be de- 
lay in later mails during the day. 
Outgoing mail was slowed up be- 
cause all cancelation had to be done 
by hand.

The Southwestern’ Bell 
Telephone Co. expected service to 
be restored within 24 hours. Fallen 
wires caused individual disconnec- 
tions in scattered parts of the city. 

At times the water in the streets 
rose as high as seven feet, and, al- 
though it receded quickly after 6 
o’clock, traffic on streets leading 
downtown was snarled until three 
hours later. 

The worst spot was at Compton 
avenue and Market street. This in- 
tersection will be closed for several 
days, Director of Streets and Sew- 
ers Frank J. McDevitt said, until 
the street and sidewalks can be re- 
paired. McDevitt sent 200 men, 40 
trucks and 14 flushers out to clear 
the debris left by the storm.

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BOND SHORTAGE 
DUE 10 SELLOUTS, 
SAYS G. A. GANTZ 


Head of Bankrupt Broker- 
age Firm Says It Was 
Unable to Reach Custo- 


mers for More Margin. 


Gordon A. Gantz, head of the 
bankrupt brokerage firm of G. A. 
Gantz & Co., testified under ques- 
tioning in Bankruptcy Court today 
that an indicated snortage of se- 
curities with a market value of 
about $69,000 resulted from forced 
selling of securities in customers’ 
marginal accounts during’ the 
sharp stock market decline of 
1937. 

“Our records weren’t sufficient 
to keep in touch,” he said in re- 
sponse to questions by Edward W. 
Tobin, attorney for the trustee. 
“Some stocks fell under the mar- 
gins and when we sold them they 
were short.” 

Tobin’s questions were based on 
an auditor’s report, filed yester- 
day, showing assets valued at $26,- 
412 to meet liabilities totaling $70.- 
045 and mentioning the apparent 
shortage. in stocks and bonds. 

On the basis of the report indi- 
‘cations were that creditors might 
receive about 37 cents on the dol- 
lar. However, the auditors, Boyd, 
Cronk &. Co., said records of the 
firm were insufficient to give a 
complete account of its financial 
position. | 

Gantz testified he had thought 
the “shortage” was about $25,000. 
He said he had surmised a part of 
it had arisen from losses through 
operations and advances to sales- 
men, adding that a large portion 
arose during the 1937 market drop. 
At that time, he said, the firm had 
a large debit balance, about $150,- 
000. Customers numbered about 150 
then, he added. 

Grain Futures Accounts. 

Gantz was questioned also about 
two trading accounts in grain fu- 
tures, to which the auditors’ re- 
port referred, stating one was Car- 
ried in his name and the other in 
that of Miss Lee Storment, $90-a- 
month bookkeeper for the firm. 

He said the firm had no interest 
in either account. The one in his 
name, he said, was carried for a 
group of about seven customers, 
with their authority, and was han- 
dled through a Chicago brokerage 
firm as his firm had no license to 
trade in grain. He estimated there 
was an equity of $3000 in this ac- 
count. The account in Miss Stor- 
ment’s name, he testified, was car- 
‘ried for her, himself and another 
| man, and was closed out soon. 

Asked about salaries, Gantz said 
he had expected to draw $6000 a 
year, but in fact averaged only 
about $3200 annually. The firm was 
organized in 1930, he related, with 
an authorized capital of $245,000 
|preferred shares and $5000 in com- 
'mon shares. He said he did not re- 
call how much preferred had been 
sold, but added that several persons 
who bought $10,000 of these shares, 
each, received bonuses of 100 to 200 
shares of common. 

Firm’s Book Records. 

The firm’s only book records, he 
said, were a customers’ ledger, a 
brokerage account ledger and a 
check book. Subsequently, in 1936

TI therefore urge with all earn-

At the 
end of the season, despite his suc- 
cess, President Sam  Breadon 
wanted to get rid of Hornsby— 
think of that one! An owner get- 
ting rid of the man who gave his 
club the first pennant the city 
had known in 38 years.

Fans were furious and Breadon 
then offered Hornsby a:one-year 
contract for $50,000. Hornsby 
refused and was released or rath- 
er traded to New York for 
Frankie Frisch.

JUST WHEN IT APPEARED 
that he would succeed John Mc- 
Graw as manager of the Giants, 
something happened in the inter- 
nal affairs of the club and 
Hornsby was shoved along to the 
Boston Braves where he labored 
one season as manager of that 
team at $40,000 a year. 

His contract was too rich for 
President Fuch’s pocketbook and 
so he was sold to the Chicago 
Cubs, and played under Joe Mc- 
Carthy there until a complication 
arose.

Fight Between Bicycle 
Groups for Control and 
Voice in Olympic Picks 


A fight between two groups, the Amateur Bicycle League of 
America and the National Cycling Association, for the control of 
amateur cycling in the United States and possible Olympic representa- 
tion, was brought to light today with an announcement that arrange- 
ments are being made in St. Louis to select a team of five riders to 
represent the city in the National A, A, U. championships in Chicago 


Sept. 9 and 10. 

In the meantime, the Amateur 
Bicycle League of America, through 
its St. Louis representative, Ches- 
ter Nelson, has announced its own 
national championships at Colum- 
bus, O., Sept. 1-3, and definitely 
states that none of its riders will 
participate at Chicago. The Ama- 
teur League claims, according to 
Nelson, 90 per cent of the ridens 
in this country. 


St. Louis’ representation at Chi- 
cago will come through the St. 
Louis Cycling Club, which holds 
membership in the Ozark A. A. U:, 
according to C. E. Forrest, cycling 
representative of that group. He 
further stated that the National 


Cycling Association had reached 
an agreement with the A. A. U. 
which definitely placed amateur 
cycling in the United States under 
control of the A. A. U., and that 
the N. C. A. and the A. A. U. 
have concluded an arrangement 
whereby the Amateur Athletic 
Union cyclists will be certified for 
the 1940 Olympic games.

Thus the riders competing at 
Chicago would be definitely given 
Olympic status, as the National 
Cycling Association is affiliated 
with the Unione Cycliste Inter-

Industrial insurance derives its name, apparently, 
from the fact it especially appeals to industrial em- 
ployes receiving a weekly wage. It is strictly an 
individual matter between the insured and the com- 
pany, as distinguished from group policies, which are 
on a far sounder basis. The practice is for agents to 
visit the homes of the insured weekly, collecting the 
5. 10 or 25 cents due, according to the size of the 
policy. 

Policies are written for small sums, usually less 
than $300 or $400, and as a rule, there is no medical 
examination or a very superficial one. The cost of col- 
lection in weekly installments and the detailed clerical 
The high lapse ratio 
means there is little opportunity to write off commis- 
sions or other expense of getting the insurance on the 
books. As a result, industrial insurance is extremely 
high in cost as compared with the policies available 
to the salaried man. | 

The fact that such a small fraction of the insur- 
ance is carried to maturity means a relatively high 
profit for the company. Dr. Donald H. Davenport 
of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Admin- 
istration testified yesterday that policy lapses are 
one of the four chief sources of revenue to insur- 
ance companies. 

Judging from the slight number of policies which 
mature, the salesmanship in this field is of a high- 
pressure type which gives no consideration to whether 
the prospect is so situated that he will Keep the 
policy long enough to benefit from it. Hence the 
woeful economic waste and diversion of purchasing 
power from a pitifully low income group. 

When our system of social insurance is sufficiently 
developed, the appeal of industrial insurance should 
be greatly lessened. Meanwhile, a more responsible 
and ethical sales policy on the part of the insurance 
companies is obviously in order.

Germans at Museum. 


A collection of oils, water colors 
and drawings by contemporarv 
German artists, most of whom are 
not now permitted to exhibit there, 
may be seen in Gallery 32 at the 
City Art Museum for a month be- 
ginning tomorrow. 

The 70 works placed in the trav- 
eling exhibit sent to this country 
after culling 250 shown in London 
a vear ago, are characterized bv 
garish color, sharp contrasts and 
untramme}led freedom of form rep- 
resentative of German post-impres- 
sionism, cubism and surrealism in- 
terrupted by the World War and 
reborn in the hectic period of that 
country’s reconstruction. 

With the exception of Grosz’s 
“The Agitator.” anl a few not so ob- 
vious yet less impressive works, the 
political theme is seldom found, in- 
fluence of the post-war period of 
unrest being manifested in form 
and treatment rather than in sub- 
ject. There are, for instance, Franz 
Marc's “Blue Horses,” “Long Yellow 
Horse,” “Yellow Cow” and “Cosmic 
Cow,” and Paul Klee’s abstractions, 
“Garden After a Storm” and “New 
Harmony,” a varicolored vatch- 
work quit of carefully measured 
pieces 

Carl Hofer, who recently won 
first prize at the Carnegie Interna- 
tional, is represented with his harsh 
“Liebspaar” and “Two Children 
With Sunflowers.” Christian Rohls’ 
skillful watercolor, “Houses,” is ar- 
resting. Among notable oils is Max 
Liebermann’s “Horses on the Sea- 
shore,” with its leaden sky and lash- 
ing white surf, and an unflattering 
self-portrait, showing his bald pate. 
Lovis Corinth, Otto Muller and Max 
Slevogt also offer self-portraits.

Symptoms of 


Appendicitis 


Warns That Pain Is Not 
Limited to Right Side of 
Abdomen.

E discussed yesterday the dan- 
W ger of regarding a sudden pain 
in the abdomen as a matter 
of little importance. The position 
we take is well summed up in an 
article by Dr. Reginald Fitz of Bos- 
ton, entitled “The Challenge of Ap 
pendicitis.” 
Dr. Fitz is eminently qualified to 
write on this subject because his 
father, in 1886, wrote a paper which 
for the first time called attention 
to the proper diagnosis of appen- 
dicitis—one of the most important 
of American contributions to medi- 
cal science. 
The challenge consists in this: 
that in spite of widespread knowl- 
edge of the disease, and the im- 
provement in surgical technique, in 
spite of continuous educational 
hammering of the public on the ad- 
visability of early operation, the 
death rate from acute appendicitis 
has steadily risen. In 1900 it was 
8.7 per 100,000. In 1936 it was 
11.2. In Massachusetts in 1900 
there were 243 fatal cases; in 1936 
there were 490. 
Appendicitis consists in the in- 
fection by germs of the lining mem- 
brane of the appendix. The infec- 
tion may go on to pus formation, 
While the pus is confined within 
the appendix it does no harm, but 
it has a tendency to burrow, and 
may rupture through the wall, pro- 
ducing peritonitis. While this is 
localized it is not dangerous, but 
if the infection moves out and 
soils the entire peritoneum, a seri- 
ous, usually fatal issue results. Any 
movements of the intestine may 
produce this, and therefore any ca- 
thartic which causes intestinal 
movements is dangerous. 
The symptoms and signs of ap- 
pendicitis may vary in a wide de- 
gree. Classically there is pain, 
nausea, vomiting, fever, tenderness 
in the abdomen, increase in the 
white blood cells and rigidity of 
the abdominal muscles. The pains 
|begin in the pit of the stomach 
under the ribs, move to the navel, 
and then over the lower right sec- 
tion of the abdomen. 
But the pain may be anywhere 
because the appendix, being a free 
floating organ, may be anywhere. 
Nausea, vomiting and, more rarely, 
fever may be absent. 
In treatment certainly the great- 
|est danger is the promiscuous ad- 
ministration of cathartics.
